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College  Debate 
Team  Victorious 
from  Peru  Trio 

Burdette  Yeo,  Fred  Stroet,  and  Byron 
Beavers  Represent  Maryville  on  Neg¬ 
ative  Side  of  McNary-Haugen  Bill 
Question. 

*  Tho  College  negative  debating  team 
won  its  second  victory  on  the  McNary- 
Haugen.  bill  question  last  Friday  when 
it  downed  the  affirmative  team  of  the 
Peru,  Neb.,  Normal  and  State  Teachers 
College  at  Peru.  Tho  decision  of  the 
judges  was  2  to  1  in  favor  of  the  Mary¬ 
ville  team,  which  was  made  up  of  Bur¬ 
dette  Yeo,  Fred  Street,  and  Byron 
Beavers. 

It  was  an  impressive  victory,  accord¬ 
ing  to  MiBg  Eastman,  debate  coach. 
She  said  that  the  Maryville  team  pre¬ 
sented  a  line  of  clear-cut  argument 
which  gave  it  a  decided  advantage 
from  the  outset.  Tho  victory  was  par¬ 
ticularly  enjoyable  in  view  of  tho  fact 
that  Peru  has  enjoyed  a  string  of 
twelve  victories  out  of  thirteen  debates 
this  year. 

Week  before  last  Yeo  and  Street 
won  a  debate  on  tho  McNary-Haugen 
question,  from  the  Central  College  team 
of  Fayette.  In  tho  Peru  debate  it  was 
requested  that  there  be  three  speakers 
on  each  side  of  the  question,  and  Beav¬ 
ers  was  drafted  from  the  College  af¬ 
firmative  team. 

In  the  debate  but  two  members  of 
each  team  gave  rebuttals.  Yeo  and 
Street  were  the  Maryville  speakers  in 
this  secondary  argument. 

Peru  was  represented  by  one  woman 
and  ttvo  men,  one  of  tho  latter  being  a 
minister.  The  names  of  the  debaters 
from  Peru  are:  Leona  Sparks,  Fulton 
Davenport,  and  Ernest  Hassclblad.  The 
judges  for  the  debate  were  two  attor¬ 
neys  from  Nebraska  City  and  an  in¬ 
structor  in  Omaha  Tech  High  School. 

Tho  College  is  a  member  of  a  debat¬ 
ing  league  composed  of  Maryville,  Peru, 
Omaha  University,  and  Tarkio  Collego. 
Tho  victory  at -Peru  gave  S.  T.  C.  a 
tie  for  first  place  in  the  league  with 
Omaha,  each  team  having  won  two  de¬ 
bates.  Peru  has  won  one  debate  and 
lost  one,  and  Tarkio  has  lost  two  de¬ 
bates. 

Miss  Eastman  said  that  the  Mary¬ 
ville  debaters  found  themselves  in  the 
argument  Friday,  and  that  they  were 
at  the  peak  of  their  ability.  All  of 
tho  arguments  for  the  negative  were 
presented  in  a  clear,  concise  manner, 
and  tho  Maryville  debaters  were  “on 
their  toes”  all  of  tho  time.

Physical  Ed.  Is 
of  Great  Worth 
Report  Indicates 

Mr.  Jones  Conducts  Interesting  Experi¬ 
ments  With  Two  Classes  in  Physical 
Education  Department  During  Win¬ 
ter  Quarter. 

That  systematic  physical  training  is 
an  aid  to  tho  student,  both  physically 
and  mentally,  is  brought  out  in  a  re¬ 
port  made  public  by  Mr.  Jones  of  the 
physical  education  department  at  the 
College. 

i  At  the  beginning 

of  tho  winter  quar¬ 
ter  Mr.  Jones  made 
an  examination  of 
pupils  in  two  of  his 
corrcetivo  gymnas¬ 
tic  classes.  He  gave 
them  physical  tests, 
and  he  found  out 
what  their  grades 
for  the  previous 
,,  ,  quarter  had  been. 

Mr.  Jones  Then  ho  started  in 

on  a  system  of  corrective  work  which 
lasted  throughout  the  entire  winter 

quarter. 

At  tho  end  of  the  quarter,  another 
physical  examination  was  given,  and 
the  improvement  of  the  classes  from 
that  angle  was1  figurod.  Then  Mr. 
Jones  went  to  the  registrar’s  offico 
and  got  -the  grades  of  tho  classes-  for 
tho  winter  quarter.  lie  found,  on  com¬ 
parison  with  tho  grades  of  tho  previous  j 
quarter,  that  the  class  had  improved 
mentally  as  well  as  physically. 

Tho  afternoon  clas’s  studied  was  tho 
more  intelligent,  as  far  as  grades  were 
concerned,  but  tho  morning  class  show¬ 
ed  tho  greatest  improvement  mentally. 
The  grades  wore  divided  into  three 
classes:  good,  medium,  and  poor,' and 
Mr.  Jones  found  that  for  tho  quarter  in 
which  the  classes  took  physical  edu¬ 
cation  that  tho  morning  classes  jumped 
in  percentage  of  good  grades  from  8.05 
per  cent  to  21.  38  per  cent. 

Both  classes  showed  that  tho  gain  in 
grades  was  made  from  medium  to  good, 
and  that  tho  percentage  of  poor  grades, 
while  being  lessoned,  remained  -  almost' 
tho  same. 

‘  ‘  The  report  shows,  ’  ’  Mr.  Jones  com¬ 
mented,  “that  tho  students  wero  just 
beginning  to  improve  physically  at.  tho 
ond  of  tho  one  quarter,  and  because  of 
that  it  seems  that  it  would  bo  better 
if  two  quarters  of  the  work  woro  re¬ 
quired  instead  of  one.” 

Tho  comploto  text  of  tho  report  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Jones  will  bo  found  olso- 
whoro  in  this  pnpor.

Correspondence  has  been  offered  for 
students  not  in  a  position  to  be  resi¬ 
dence  students  of  tho  College,  and 
for  those  who  have  self-reliance  enough 
to  work  under  a  situation  where  refer¬ 
ence  books,  an  excellent  library,  and 
good  faculty  members  aro  not  to  be 
had  at  all  times.

College  has  served  234  new  students  by 
correspondence  and  has  helped  about 
fifty  others  finish  courses  bogun  late 
last  spring. 

Almost  any  subject  that  is  givon  in 
residence  may  bo  taken  by  correspon¬ 
dence  nnd  is  graded  by  tho  faculty 
mombers  giving  work  to  residence  stu¬ 
dents  here.  The  papers  aro  then  re¬ 
turned  to  tho  student  in  order  that  he 
may  see  his  mistakes  and  profit  by 
them. 

Tho  correspondence  department,  un- 
liko  tho  extension  work,  is  not  confin¬ 
ed  to  the  Northwest  Missouri  district 
and  no  boundary  restrictions  aro  pinced 
on  students. 

There  are  nine  different  states  rep¬ 
resented  on  tho  roll  of  correspondence 
students  at  the  present  timo.  Missouri 
loads,  with  a  total  of  two  hundred  and 
fifteen  students.

$40,000 Added  to 
Fund  for  S.T.C. 
Support,  1927-8 

Senate  in  Executive  Session  Confirms 
Appointment  of  Dr.  Miller  as  Mem¬ 
ber  of  College  Board  of  Regents  for 
Two  Years. 

Unless  the  educational  appropria¬ 
tions  bill  of  the  Missouri  Legislature 
hits  a  stumbling  block  before  final  pas¬ 
sage,  the  College  will  receive  nn  addi¬ 
tional  $40,000  for  operative  purposes 
during  the  biennial  period  of  1927-28. 
Last  week  the  senate  appropriations 
committee  added  this  amount  to  the 
fund,  making  a  total  appropriation  for 
the  school  $433,000. 

The  Balary  fund  was  increased  $10,- 
000  and  $30,000  was  added  for  repairs 
and  improvements  needed  by  the  school. 

Tho  appropriations  committee  of  the 
house  or  representatives  recommended 
that  the  College  be  given  $393,000.  Tho 
bill  now  carries  tho  following: 

Salaries,  $343,000. 

Library  and  books,  $10,000. 

Fuel  and  lights,  $30,000. 

Repairs  and  .  improvements,  $40,000. 
Supplies,  $10,000. 

Last  Thursday,  tho  senate,  in  exec¬ 
utive  session,  confirmed  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Dr.  Jesse  Miller  of  Maryville 
as  a  member  of  the  Collego  Board  of 
Regents.  Dr.  Miller’s  appointment  is 
for  two  years  to  fill  out  the  unexpired 
term  of  W.  F.  Phares  of  Maryville, 
resigned.  Dr.  Miller  has  been  elected 
president  of  the  Board  of  Regents.

Rooms,  rooms,  rooms — and  still  rooms 
Dean  Barnard  is  being  flooded  with 
applications  for  College  students  from 
Maryville  householders  who  are  anxious 
to  rent  rooms  to  students  who  will  be 
here  for  the  short  course  and  the  sum¬ 
mer  quarter. 

There  are  now  ap- 
proiximately  140 
Maryvillo  homeg  on 
the  approved  list 
for  Collego  girls,

are  applying  daily. 
Miss  Barnard  is 
ready  to  cry  ‘quits’ 
since  thoro  aro  now 
moro  than  enough 
homes  on  tho  list 
Dean  Barnard  to  take  care  of [ 
many  moro  students  than  will  likely 
bo  here  during  tho  short  course  or  tho 
summer  quarter  either.  Tho  idea  of  ap¬ 
proved  homes  scemg  to  meet  with  the 
approval  of  householders  of  Maryville, 
and  they  have  been  active  in  tho  ap-! 
plications.  I 

With  the  situation  as  it  now  stands, 
Dean  Barnard  is  planning  to  make  two 
lists  of  approved  houses  for  womon  stu¬ 
dents.  Theso  will  be  made  according 
to  the  particular  situation,  and  will  bo 
Class  A  and  Class  B  houses.  Houses  in 
Class  A  will  be  givon  tho  preference 
to  thoso  in  the  other  class,  although 
students  will  be  allowod  to  room  in 
either. 

“Wo  shall  grade  each  house  on  the 
approved  list,*’  the  Dean  said.  Tho 
classes  will  be  determined  by  tho  clean¬ 
liness,  ventilation,  sanitary  conditions 
of  all  sorts,  co-operation  between  the 
householder .  and  ’the  College  authori¬ 
ties,  and  the  attitude  of  personal  in¬ 
terest  toward  tho  girls  as  displayed  by 
the  owner  of  the  house.  ’  ’ 

In  connection  with  the  item  of  per¬ 
sonal  interest,  Doan  Barnard  said  that 
conditions  in  Maryville  are  good,  and 
that  there  are  few  of  the  commercial 
typo  of  householders, 

“Tho  majority  of  thoso  who  would 
rent  roomB  have  tho  interest  of  tho 
student  at  heart,  and  we  find  thiB  a 
fortunate  situation/’  sho  said. 

Uhon  asked  if  many  'women  stu¬ 
donts  aro  working  their  way.  through 
school,  Miss  Barnard  said  that  about 
tliirty-fivo  girls  aro  working  in  pri¬ 
vato  homos  for  their  board  and -room. 
Sho  also  commended  tho  manner  in 
which  mnny  Maryvillo  residents  are 
willing  to  givo  board  and  room  in  re¬ 
turn  for  household  duties  performed 
by  tho  women  students. 

Miss  Barnard  is  in  hor  offico  daily 
except  Saturday  and  Sunday  from  9  to 
11  o'clock  in  the  morning.

A  DEFENSE  OF  THE  COLLEGE  STUDENT 
“We  know  not  what  to  think;  we  know  not  what  to  say.  Our 
hearts  are  filled  with  unspeakable  grief  when  we  consider  what  is 
going  on  in  our  day.”  These  few  words  seemed  to  express  so  clearly 
the  nation-wide  wave  of  sentiment  against  the  youth  of  today, 
particularly  the  college  student;  yet  they  fell  from  the  lips  of 
Reverend  Father  Boone  over  two  hundred  years  ago.  How,  then, 
can  an  opinion  which  was  voiced  long  ago  fit  so  well  the  situation 
as  it  is  today?  Consequently,  it  has  always  been  assumed  that  the 
individual  of  average  intelligence  realizes  that  there  is  nothing 
new  under  the  sun.  In  spite  of  this  assumption,  there  is  a  group 
of  supposedly  intelligent  men  and  women  who,  being  anxious  to 
“keep  up  with  the  times,”  pounce  upon  the  subject  of  “modern- 
;i^^ism”  in  all  its  phases,  the  greatest  stress  being  placed  on  the 
■^jBrdb wn fall  of  youth.  They  have  permeated  the  air,  so  to  speak, 
with  their  narrow,  biased,  and  pessimistic  opinion  of  youth.  As 
was  said  before,  there  is  nothing  new ;  yet  these  self  chosen  re- 
\  formers  persist  in  writing  and  talking  about  a  subject  that  is  as 
\  old  as  the  world  itself. 

\  Among  the  numerous  faults  of  men  are  superficial  thinking 
/  I  hasty  judgment,  and  voicing  opinions  about  the  majority  of  people 
S  which  are  based  on  the  acts  of  the  minority.  Those  people  who 
.  Aare  making  such  sweeping  statements  about  students  are  guiltytgf--. 
\ll  the  faults  mentioned.  For  instance,  if  a  smaU  number  of  stu- 
"^^ifiRts  are  guilty  of  misbehavior,  the  reformers  put  a  lengthy  article 
in  thTclally'^siper  to  the  effect  that  the  students  are  going  down 
the  path  of  sin.  There  have  been  thirteen  suicides  among  the 
college  students  of  the  nation.  Just  now  the  reformers  are  holding 
their  hands  in  horror  and  consternation,  for  they  are  beginning 
to  say  that  not  only  have  the  students  forgotten  their  sense  of 
ethics,  but  they  bave  also  lost  their  minds.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
a  few  problems  in  percentage  would  enlighten  their  hazy  concep- 
tion  of  the  value  of  one  number  to  another,  for  ordinary  intelli¬ 
gence  teaches  us  that  a  million  students  is  greater  than  thirteen. 

And  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  so  many  people  are  prone  to  an¬ 
nounce  in  horror  that  the  world  is  going  to  the  dogs,  and  that  the 
young  people  of  today  are  brainless  and  spineless  and  less  every¬ 
thing  else,  the  odds  are  good  that  just  as  many  great  men  will  come 
from  the1  present  generation  as  are  the  product  of  its  immediate 
predecessor. 

If  the  student  of  today  is  going  to  the  dogs  he  is  passing 
through  the  same  bow-wow  stage  that  characterized  the  youthful 
:  path  of  his  forefathers.

SCANDAL  MONGERS 

“He  who  filches  from  me  my  good  name  robs  me  of  that  which 
enriches  him  not  and  leaves  me  poor  indeed.”  Aimless  gossip  has 
the  potentialities  of  great  harm  and  never  even  a  shadow  of  benefit, 
yet  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely  indulged  pastimes  in  the  world. 

It  has  no  natural  habitat;  it  flourishes  everywhere;  the  only  thing 
which  stunts  its  growth  is  hard  work.  ,  Real  concentration  pre¬ 
cludes  gossip. 

Since  we  are  here  endeavoring  to  learn  what  will  be  valuable 
to  us  throughout  our  lives,  idle  repetition  of  worthless  small  talk 
should  find  no  place  in  our  school  day.  Outside  of  school  hours 
there  is  a  perfectly  natural  desire  to  talk  of  something  other  than 
what  has  been  done  in  our  classes,  but  surely  this  conversation 
need  not  concern  what  is  obviously  the  private  business  of  an¬ 
other  individual.  Whether  promulgated  in  the  good-natured  spirit 
of  fun,  or  with  a  malicious  desire  to  wound,  gossip  is  harmful 
because  it  is  nat  constructive.  ,  What  does  not  actively  create, 
passively  destroys.  .  '  . 

JUST  A  PARADOX 

The  idea  is  sometimes  passed  around  that  school  boards  and 
superintendents  of  schools,  in  choosing  their  teachers,  prefer  those 
who  make  grades  that  are  just  satisfactory  to  those  who  are 
excellent.  Those  who  uphold  this  theory  contend  that  the  teacher 
who  has  a  very  superior  intellect  can  not  sympathize  with  the 
pupils  who  are  slow  or  inferior.  They  say  in  effect  that  the 
more  sense  the  teacher  has  the  less  able  she  is  to  adapt  herself  to 
circumstances — which  is  a  beautiful  example  of  a  paradox.

Tho  vnluo  of  >1110  test  lies  in  its  pre¬ 
dictive  qualities.  A  study  of  163  stu¬ 
dents  who  took  tho  test  last  summor  re- 
voaled  that,  of  tho  group  nbovo  the 
median,  5  made  a,  31  b,  38  c,  and  6  d. 
While  in  tho  group  who  made  the  low 
scores  in  tho  test,  6  made  b,  35  made  c, 
22  made  d  and  16  failed.  Tho  indica¬ 
tion  is  that  students  who  rank  above 
tho  median  in  the  test  will  hnvo  less 
difficulty  with  their  Freshman  Compo¬ 
sition,  while  those  who  rank  below  the 
median  will  find  Freshman  English  dif¬ 
ficult. 

The  first  part  is  based  on  reading, 
suggested  by  the  High  School  Course 
of  Study  for  English.  Tho  student  is 
given  100  questions  resembling  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Robinson  Crusoe  was  1 — the  captain 
of  a  ship  2 — a  pirate — 3  the  hero  of  a 
novel  by  Dickens  4 — a  castaway  5 — a 
poet.  Ho  is  asked  to  choose  the  right  I 
answer  and  place  tho  number  in  the 
blank.  The  other  tests  are  somewhat 
similar  in  their  construction. 

Some  very  amusing  answers  are  often 
given.  One  boy  affirmed  that  Benja¬ 
min  Franklin’s  Autobiography  was  writ¬ 
ten  by  Boswell.  Still  another  was  of 
the  opinion  that  Caesar  dying,  said, 
"Tell  Mother  I’ll  be  there.”  A  great 
many  students  say  that  Mars  is  n  God¬ 
dess.  One  was  of  the  opinion  that  a 
harpie  is  a  piano.  Some  of  the  words 
most  frequently  misspelled  aro  too,  prin¬ 
cipal,  occasionally,  angle,  occurred 
Wednesday  and  truly.

Physical  Education  Aids  Student  Physically 

and  Mentally  Alike,  Report  by  Jones  Shows 


Thcso  reports  nnd  tests  were  coir 
ducted  by  Mr,  Jones  of  the  Physical 
Education  Department  with  three  pur¬ 
poses  in  mind.  They  nro:  first,  to  de¬ 
termine  any  direct  results  on  the  phys¬ 
ical  well-being  of  corrective  gymnasium 
on  the  individual;  second,  to  determine 
any  direct  results  of  systematic  exor¬ 
cise  on  the  academic  work  of  tho  in¬ 
dividual;  third,  to  determine  tho  cor¬ 
rect  time  of  day  to  give  physical  ed¬ 
ucation. 

Tho  classes  are  divided  into  two 
parts,  morning  and  afternoon.  ..The 
morning  classes  are  the  first  two  hours 
in  the  morning,  nnd  tho  afternoon  class 
in  the  last  period  of  tho  day  or  after 
school.  Duo  to  the  lack  of  opportunity, 
there  is  no  report  of  the  physical  im¬ 
provement  of  the  afternoon  class. 

The  morning  clasB  was  examined 
pliysicnlly  for  the  following  defects: 

Lateral  arch,  transverse  arch,  posi¬ 
tion  of  the  head,  pronation  of  the  feet, 
spinal  curvatures  such  ns:  scoliosis, 
kyphosis,  lordosis.  They  were  placed 
into  one  of  four  classes: 

Clnss  A — 

1.  Head  straight  above  chest. 

2.  Chest  up  and  forward. 

3.  Abdomen  in  and  flat. 

4.  Back,  usual  curves  not  exaggerat¬ 
ed. 


Clnss  B — 

1.  Head  too  far  forward. 

2.  Chest  not  so  well  up  or  forward. 

3.  Abdomen,  very  little  change. 

4.  Back,  very  little  cliango. 

Clnss  C — 

1.  Head  forward  of  chest. 

2.  Chest  flat. 

3.  Abdomen  relaxed  and  forward. 

4.  Back  curves  are  oxnggeratod. 

Class  D — 

1.  Head  still  farther  forward. 

2.  Chest  still  flatter  and  farther  back. 

3.  Abdomen  completely  relaxed, 
"slouchy.” 

4.  Back,  all  curves  exaggerated  to 
tho  extreme. 

After  tho  examination,  each  indi¬ 
vidual  was  given  a  set  of  exercises 
especially  prepared  to  correct  the  de¬ 
fects  found  in  the  examination.  He 
was  given  15  minutes  daily  to  tako  the 
exercises,  (class  met  four  times  por 
week'.  For  days  that  tho  class  did 
not  meet  he  was  urged  to  do  the  oxer 
cises  out  of  class. 

At  the  end  of  the  quarter  the  stu 
dent  was  given  another  examination 
by  a  different  examiner. 

Tho  following  table  Illustrates  the 
improvement:

From  the  above  table  the  following 
conclusions  may  be  drawn. 

First,  there  is  a  startling  need  for 
corrective  gymnastic  work  in  the 
freshman  year  of  college,  and  this  work 
would  bo  simplified  greatly  if  handled 
in  .the  high  schools.  The  students 
would  improve  faster  during  their  high 
school  days  than  in  the  college  period. 

Second,  one  quarter  of  twelve  weeks 
is  not  sufficient  for  corrective  work. 
The  students  just  begin  to  show  the 
improvement  expected  as  the  quarter 
ends.  Some  probably  will  continue 
their  exercises  but  tho-  majority  will 
forgot  thorn.  At  least  two  quarters 
should  be  devoted  to  this  work. 

Third,  of  all  the  improvements  re¬ 
corded  in  the  table  the  improvement  in 
tho  posture  of  the  students  is  probably 
the  most  important,  and  with  the  same 
rate  of  improvement  shown,  tho  goal 


should  be  every  person  in  Class  A  or 
Classs  B. 

Fourth,  nearly  every  student  showed 
remarkable  interest  in  improving  him¬ 
self  physically,  which  shows  that  to 
start  the  program  the  school  need  only 
inaugurate  the  system  and  the  interest 
will  be  there. 

The  second  angle  of  these  tests  was 
conducted  entirely  without  tho  stu¬ 
dent’s  knowledge.  It  was  that  of  de¬ 
termining  the  actual  results  of  syste¬ 
matic  physical  education  on  tho  aca¬ 
demic  grades  made  by  tho  participants. 
Grades  made  by  the  same  student*  in 
the  fall  quartef,  in  which  they  did  not 
participate  in  physical  exorcise,  wore 
compared  to  the  grades  mado  during 
the  winter  quarter,  that  quarter  in 
which  they  did  participate  in  phyeieal 
exercise.  Tho  following  table  shows 
the  grades  of  the  morning  class  in  the 
two  quarters. 


grades  tho  fall  quarter  were  much  bet¬ 
tor  than  tho  grades  of  the  morning 
clnss. 

Tho  morning  class  showed  tho  great¬ 
est  .  improvement  in  tho  good  grades, 
while  tho  medium  grades  are  about 
the  sanio  as  far  as  improvement  is 
concornod.  In  tho  failure  class,  both 
the  morning  class  nnd  the  nfternoon 
class  showed  tho  same  degree  of  im¬ 
provement. 

From  tho  above  comparison  tho  fol¬ 
lowing  conclusions  arc  drawn: 

First,  there  is  not  much  difforenco 
considering  tho  rank  of  the  students, 
in  offoring  physical  education  in  tho 
morning  and  in  tho  afternoon. 

Second,  if  anything,  tho  best  time 
is  tho  first  thing  in  tho  morning  if 
tho  instructor  is  careful  not  to  give 
too  strenuous  work  so  ns  to  tiro  tho 
student.  Too  much  after  school  is  as 
bad,  because  it  might  impair  his  abil¬ 
ity  to  study  in  tho  evening. 

From  the  abovo  data  tho  important 
conclusions  are: 

A  great  nood  exists  for  competent 
instruction  of  corrective  gymnasium  in 
tho  high  schools,  and  colleges. 

Physical  exercise  taken  regularly  will 
have  a  diroct  result  on  the  academic 
grades  received  by  the  participant. 

For  thoso  needing  corrective  gym¬ 
nasium,  a  term  of  about  twenty  to 
twenty-four  weeks  is  needed  to  get 
the  proper  results.

Tho  following  conclusion  can  bo 
drawn  from  tho  above  tables: 

First,  in  both  cases  the  students  had 
more  classes  the  wintor  quarter  than 
the  fall  quarter. 

Second,  tho  largest  improvement  was 
in  the  good  class.  In  other  words  dur¬ 
ing  the  quurter  with  exorcise  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  averago  classes  were  advanc¬ 
ed  to  the  good  class. 

Third,  a  number  of  the  classes  in  the 
poor  or  failure  class  were  advanced  to 
the  Medium  class,  but  not  so  many  as 
Advanced  from  the  medium  to  the  good. 

Fourth,  the  tables  show  a  direct  re¬ 
lation  between  physical  sdueatiou  sad 
academic  grades.  A  decided  improve¬ 
ment  is  shown  between  ths  quarter 
without  physical  education  nnd  the 
qnarte r  w#h<V;r-  ■ 


Fifth,  in  both  classes  (morning  and 
aftornoon)  the  difference  botwoon  tho 
percentage  of  good  grados  and  medium 
grades  was  decreased  with  exorcise. 
The  difference  botwoon  the  medium 
grades  and  the  poor  or  failure  grados 
is  also  decreased  with  exorcise,  show¬ 
ing  a  general  improvement, 

The  third  purpose  of  these  tests  was 
to  determine  the  correct  time  of  the 
day  to  give  the  physical  training.  We 
will  be  able  to  compare  the  two  classes 
only  as  to  improvement  i»  aeademio 
work,  as  we  have  no  data  as  to  physi¬ 
cal  improvement  In  the  afternoon  class, 
A  comparison  of  Table  8  and  Table 
•  will  show  that  the  nftsraoon  class

The  little  Dutch  village  on  tho  sand- 
tnblo  in  Miss  Fisher’s  classroom  is 
only  one  of  tho  many  interesting  things 
tho  class  in  Primary  Handwork  is  dv- 
ing  this  qunrter.  At  present  tho  class 
is  working  on  booklets  containing  ex¬ 
amples  of  paper  cutting  nnd  tearing. 
Tho  students  have  nlso  mado  some 
quaint  posters  illustrating  tho  story  of 
little  "Sambo,”  "Red  Riding  Hood”, 
and  the  "Gingcrbroad  Man.” 

The  class  is  divided  into  groups,  with 
a  captain  nppointed  for  each  group. 
A  certain  project  is  assigned  to  each 
group,  and  not  until  nftor  this  project 
i9  completed  is  adverso  criticism  of¬ 
fered.  Then  the  class  discusses  tho 
ways  by  which  tho  project  could  havo 
boon  carried  out  more  successfully. 

.  In  tho  tearing  nnd  cutting  work  tho 
students  start  with  a  single  familiar 
object  with  a  dofinito  outline.  Later 
they  group  thcso  single  familiar  objects 
into  stories.  One  problem  in  cutting 
is  to  cut  three  scenes  illustrating  a 
story  they  havo  henrd  read  to  thorn 
only  once.  , 

Miss  Fisher  insists  that  tho  class 
do  only  the  typo  of  work  that  children 
in  the  primary  grades  can  do  them¬ 
selves.  This  is  a  practical  idea,  giv¬ 
ing  tho  prospective  teachers  a  standard 
of  work  which  is  high  but  not  too  high 
for  them  to  demand  of  their  pupils. 

Handwork  correlates  with  other  class 


work,  such  as  language,  rending,  or  art, 
nnd  this  correlation  is  continually 
stressed  throughout  the  course. 

Later  in  the  term  the  class  will 
build  houses  nnd  stores  from  boxes.  In 
building  the  houses,  the  students  will 
bo  thinking  of  tho  work  the  mother 
doos.  In  building  the  stores,  they  will 
be  thinking  of  tho  father’s  work.  The 
houses  nnd  stores  will  be  built  from 
four  viewpoints,'  tho  child ’s  own  sur¬ 
roundings,  tho  homes  of  his  foreign 
friends,  historical  homes,  and  homes  ia 
story-book  land.  Tho  child’s  experi¬ 
ences  aro  brondoned  through  projects’ 
of  this  kind.  As  cnch  house  is  built 
it  is  furnished  ns  nearly  ns  possible  in 
tho  manner  of  people  of  that  land  or 
period.

Interesting  Projects  Being  Carried  Out  by  the 

Students  of  the  Franklin  Demonstration  School 


“Know  Your  Own  Town”  is  tho 
idea  of  a  project  that  is  being  carried 
on  by  tho  pupils  of  the  third  and  fourth 
grades  at  Franklin  Demonstration 
School  under  the  supervision  of  Mao 
Sturm,  who  is  doing  practice  teaching 
at  tho  Franklin. 

At  first  tho  class  talked  about  why 
this  is  a  good  place  for  a  town.  In 
this  discussion  tho  class  brought  out 
tho  idea  that  Maryville  is  in  tho  center 
of  a  farming  district.  Then  tho  pupils 
talked  about  what  typo  of  things  need¬ 
ed  in  a  town  in  tho  center  of  a  farm¬ 
ing  district.  When  objections  Were 
made  to  some  of  tho  things  suggested 
one  youngster  replied,  “Tho  rich  farm¬ 
ers  have  to  have  somo  place  to  spend 
their  money.” 

Tho  pupils  are  now  visiting  around 
town,  taking  a  survey  of  tho  education¬ 
al  advantages:  tho  courthouse,  tho 
county  jail,  the  public  utilities,  the 
stores,  tho  creamery,  ..laundry,  and  the 
greenhouses.  When  tho  class  visited 
tho  courthouse  tho  pupils  held  a  triul 
in  tho  court  room  and  sentenced  ono 
boy  to  jail  for  a  misdemeanor.  Then 
they  went  to  tho  jail  and  looked  at 
tho  cell  in  which  tho  boy  would  bo 
supposed  to  stay.  Tho  boy  thon  re¬ 
marked,  “I’m  nevor  going  to  do  any¬ 
thing  to -have  to  como  hero.” 

Tho  class  is  making  a  booklot  about 
Maryvillo  in  which  aro  placod  kodak 
pictures  of  each  place  visitod.  After 
each  trip  tho  pupils  write  nbout  tholr 
trip  and  tho  best  composition  is  choson 
and  placod  in  tho  booklot.  In  tlioso 
compositions  they  follow  a  rogular  out- 
lino  mndo  by  tho  cluss. 

When  tho  class  got  ready  to  mako 
this  study,  it  wont  to  tho  Ohambor  of 
Couunorco  and  tho  Bocrotary  showed 
thorn  maps  of  Nodaway  County  aud 


pictures  of  Maryville  taken  from  an 
airplane.  Tho  children  aro  getting 
a  groat  deal  from  this  project,  which 
is  ono  which  might  bo  carried  on  in 
any  school. 

Another  project  carried  on  by  this 
same  class  is  tho  imaginary  trip  to 
E  uropo.  Tho  children  pretend  to  leave 
Maryvillo  and  follow  an  actual  sched¬ 
ule,  worked  out  from  timo-tables,  from 
hero  to  Now  York  with  a  stop-over 
at  Niagara  Falls.  They  talk  about 
everything  that  would  be  done  in  a 
■  real  trip,  even  to  tipping  tho  waiter. 
They  cross  the  ocean  and  visit  ono  of 
each  typo  of'  country.  They  visit 
Greenland  for  a  cold  desert,  Switzer¬ 
land  for  the  highlands,  Holland  for  tho 
lowlands,  Northern  Africa  for  tho 
jungle,  and  Japan  for  tho  island  and 
agricultural  typo.  So  far  ns  possible, 
tho  children  live  the  life  of  the  people 
of  the  country  being  studied.  Miss 
Holiday,  principal  at  Franklin,  says 
that  tho  children  learn  more  geography 
in  this  way  than  in  any  other  way  sho 
has  known. 

An  assembly  is  held  once  a  month 
at  Franklin  school.  This  month  tho 
pupils  aro  celebrating  tho  birthdays  of 
five  of  tho  pupils  whoso  birthdays 
full  in  March.  Ono  intoroBting  thing  is 
that  in  tho  cakes  they  aro  going  to  use 
raisins  that  wero  sont  to  tho  children 
by  the  Junior  Red  Cross  in  Groeco. 

Under  tho  direction  of  Mabol  Mack¬ 
ey  and  Ruby  Hall,  practico  teachers, 
tho  socond  graders  have  been  making  a 
study  of  Holland,  of  tho  Dutch  dykes, 
windmills,  canals,  aud  homes,  and  tho 
work  that  tho  Hollnndo.rs  do.  To  il¬ 
lustrate  tho  work  of  these  pooplo,  Miss 
Carr,  tho  rogular  second  grade  teacher, 
procurod  somo  cream  from  tho  creamery 
and  tho  childron  churned  it  in  pint  jars 


|  which  they  brought  from  home.-  On 
last  Friday  they  planted  tulip  bulbs 
imported  from  Holland.  This  will  be 
followed  by  a  trip  to  tho  greenhouse. 

This  study  of  Holland  is  being  car¬ 
ried  on  in  tho  morning  during  the  con¬ 
versation  period,  through  language  and 
art  periods,  in  games;  songs,  and  in  a 
little  Dutch  -dance.  In  their  language 
work  they '  will  mako  a  Dutch  play. 
This  is  being  led  up  to  by  tho  study 
of  Dutch  stories. 

A  new  project  just  begun  by  tho 
first  grade  is  tho  compiling  of  a  news¬ 
paper  of  items  of  interest  to  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  class.  This  newspaper  will 
be  read  every  Friday  morning  during 
tho  opening  exercises.  Elna  Scott,  prac-l 
tieo  teacher,  is  in  chnrgo  of  this  pro- ! 
joct.

The  west  room  is  connected  with 
the  other  one  by  two  double  doors.
